ae Beginning 19 Mar 46 in conjunction with the 25th Infantry Divi- 
sion those areas of Osaka where typhus cases were congregated were dusted by — 
215 teams consisting of 5 Japanese custers, one policerian supervisor, one 
interpreter, and two enlistec personnel, These teams were known as area teams, 
Their Cuties were to go into the dcsignatec area, dust overy person living =~ 
there in his own hone, and at the same time cust all extre clothing, mats, 
blankets, and articles of that nature. Dusting was done essentially as out- © 
lined in TB Med 194 except that it was cone between each layer cf clothing. 
The first rounc of custing covered 390 separate areas of ‘Osaka Prefecture. 


b. Simultaneously foerl custing and vaccination were carried out by © 
85 focal tenms which were of the same composition as the area teams with the’ 
addition of two nurses (or techniciens) who were equippec to acminister vacey — 
ine. New cases were reported to the 94th Hq & Hq Det Mil Govt Gp by 1600 | 
hours each cay. These names and acdresses were in turn passed on to the 4th” 
Infantry which sent the fccal teans tc the various acdresses, Every house 
within 100 yarcs of that of the sick man anc every person living in those 
heuses were dusted in the same manner as that usec by the area teams, In 
additicn, the 100 nersons living closest to the typhus patient were vaccina- 
ted with, 1 ce of typhus vaccine, 


ec. During the 14 days (19 Mar - 1 Apr) required for the first con- 
plete dusting of the areas outlined 1,306,360 persons and their homes were . 
Custec with 20h,757 lbs DDT (0,15 1b DDT per person). In adcition, 132,574 
persons were vaccinated with 1 ce of typhus vaccine.
